Families Leavk Manitoba Town For 
lsotat©d Fish Camps 

There are few towns In tlio West 
which can claim such transient In¬ 
habitants as can th© flshtog village 
of Wlnnlpegosls. situated on tho 
southeast shore of tho lake of that 
name. In tho Frovlneo of Manitoba. 

Twice during each year, 76 pur cent 
of tho male population leave th© town 
for tho .solitude of the isolatod fish 
ramps, that ar© scattered around th© 
lako shore or on somo lonely island. 

Th© first exodus takes place prior to 
the fall fishing season, which com 
mences on August 16th, and extends 
to tho flrat week In October. Th© 
shortness of tho season and the pros- 
©nee of many outsiders In tho towm, 
allows th© absence of tho men to pass 
unnoticed, but not so with tho winter 
season. 

ThI r season rommeucos on th« IBth 
November and continues till tho end 
of Ft bruary. Prior to tho eomnipneo- 
mont of thu pea.^on. upwards of two 
hundred and fifty fishermen, accom¬ 
panied by thoir wives and families, 
make their sudden departure, leaving 
the town empty and deserted. 

Vkltlng the town during the month 
of October, onu would witness the pre¬ 
parations nnd tho departure of the 
fislierfolk with their outfits piled upon 
the steamboats nnd barges which sit 
low In the water under the weight of 
their assorted cargoes. 

Well equipped for every contin¬ 
gency, they face Iholr period of Isola¬ 
tion with equanimity, and sot too 
with a will to put tho camp into shape. 

Modern srlence has done much to 
bring the lonely campers within range 
of iho pleasures and hapiKmlngs of thu 
outside world, through the medium of 
tho radio, und scarcely a camp but 
rears Its antennae above the stately 
spruces nnd pines.

The image betra>ed no signs of ex¬ 
pert workmanship, and was quite 
clearly tho handiwork of some rough 
village carpenter. Tho eyes and 
mouth were r<i*igiily earx'od, and vur- 
million paint brought these Into pro- 
nrlneuce. Thu little creature had also 
two wooden arras. 

Slopping thu car, the (ouii.sts walled 
until some villager eamu along the 
road, and quostioned him as to the 
reason why this linage had been left 
by the roudisldo. He point* d out that 
it had been placed u few yards over 
(ho boundary line of the village, and 
that it had been there sincu the early 
hours of the morning. 

It wa.-i ail image of the guddes.-* of 
the village temple, so common in 
South India, und represented tho deity 
who controls small pox. The scourge 
had broken out and had laid low a 
number of people, and It W'aa felt that 
unless the goddess could bo persuad¬ 
ed to transfer the evil, uioru would full 
sick. 

So the little Image was made and 
removed outKide tho bounds of the vil¬ 
lage. Naturally the people In tho 
next vllhigoi did nut apprectulu this at¬ 
tention. and the custom Is lu move it 
from villugo to vlllugu. Then, some- 
tiines it is possible to got i Mo¬ 
hammedan, for a small fee, to destroy 
it completely.
